This is the third annual edition of The 
Musician’s Guide, a reference guide di- 
rected primarily to the commercial side 
of music which also covers music educa- 
tion, the music industry, and the profes- 
sion. In 1955 its paper covers enclosed 
285 pages. By 1956 it had grown to 509 
pages in a cloth binding; it now contains 
864 pages in a buckram binding. The fore- 
word states that this directory “bores into 
every facet of the field of music. For the 
author, composer, publisher or artist; for 
the manufacturer; for the educator, and 
for the user or purchaser of musical com- 
positions, instruments, recordings, tran- 
scriptions or TV films, this volume is a 
‘must’ for reference or information use.” 
Data for the directory were compiled from 
research, correspondence, and personal in- 
terviews. The book intends to serve the 
purpose of a combination yearbook and a 
trade and professional directory. 

The directory itself is the major sec- 
tion. It is prefaced by a section contain- 
ing 17 short informative articles written 
by persons prominent in their respective 
branches of the music industry. There are

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song sharks, music research, copyrighting, 
Town Hall, and other topics of interest to 
the industry and the public. However, it 
should be stated that these articles are 
only scanty treatments of a given topic. 
Information for the directory proper is 
presented in the form of lists, both anno- 
tated and unannotated, more than 50 in 
all. There are two comprehensive lists of 
music publishers, one arranged alphabeti- 
cally by the publishers’ names and the 
other arranged by the publishers’ affili- 
ations with the three performing rights 
groups: American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers (ASCAP), Broad- 
cast Music, Inc. (BMI), and SESAC. Most 
of the material cited in the directory is 
specialized and not readily available in 
other sources. This includes Booking 
Agents and Sub-Agents, Recording Com- 
panies, Opera Groups—U.S.A. and For- 
eign, Arrangers and Copyists, Disk Jock- 
eys, Ballrooms and Dance Halls, Record 
Labels, Associations, Publications (includ- 
ing both books and foreign and American 
periodicals), Music Editors and Critics, 
Education, Music Festivals, Manufacturers 
and Distributors, and many others. The 
information given is both thorough and 
inclusive and more than supplements that 
found in such sources as Cumulative Book 
Index, Publishers’ Trade List Annual, mu- 
sic dictionaries, and education and busi- 
ness directories. Publishers of music are 
not cited in Cumulative Book Index and 
Publishers’ Trade List Annual, and the 
lists generally found in music dictionaries 
give only a few of the most important ones. 
There is other information in The Musi- 
cian’s Guide not otherwise available to 
librarians in a single source. Of impor- 
tance is the bibliography of books about 
music published within the year; books 
are arranged by subject in one list and 
alphabetically by author in another, per- 
mitting the user to locate a book in either 
of the two ways. Schools of music are di- 
vided into those accredited by the National 
Association of Schools of Music and those 
which are not.

tioned is hardly complete. There are 120 
pages devoted to listing Arrangers and 
Copyists. This duplicates in such small 
quantity information available in local 
American Federation of Musicians Direc- 
tories that it is of dubious value to the 
professional musician, who would prefer 
the more inclusive directory. However, 
librarians not having an American Feder- 
ation of Musicians Directory available can 
make use of this list when assistance of 
this kind is requested. It is surprising in 
a guide purporting to cover all facets of 
music to find no directory of symphony 
orchestras and conductors. There was 
such a list in the 1956 edition. 

Information in The Musician’s Guide is 
fairly easy to locate. There are two Tables 
of Contents, one listing the divisions of 
the book in the sequence of their appear- 
ance, and the other arranged alphabeti- 
cally by topic. This double register makes 
for duplication of information. There is 
also a general index to the Guide which 
is adequate and seems well provided with 
see references. There is a complete lack 
of see also references in the index, but the 
lack is not serious, since the same data are 
usually given under a number of head- 
ings. Material listed by state could be 
found more easily if some indication of the 
states were given in the running head on 
each page. Use of the directory section 
would be greatly facilitated too by elim- 
inating duplication of information in the 
lists. Some of these could be combined and 
provided with cross references. In the two 
lists of publishers an alphabetical arrange- 
ment with publishers’ affiliations (ASCAP, 
BMI, or SESAC) in parentheses would be 
a better arrangement, and the lists of re- 
cording companies and labels could be 
combined with reference from the label to 
the company. 

The Musician’s Guide 
coated paper with two columns per page 
and attractive headings in boldface capi- 
tals. This makes for a typographically 
legible page. The buckram binding is not 
sturdy enough for a book that will be used 
The volume opens easily.

The editorial work is inconsistent. In 
spite of its shortcomings, the book is a 
welcome addition as a reference yearbook, 
and as a trade and professional directory 
for both the music library and the general 
public, school, or university library. Its 
particular value lies in the areas of ephem- 
eral and often elusive information; the 
tools usually associated with scholarly en- 
deavor are generally lacking in these areas. 
The Musician’s Guide is therefore recom- 
mended.

Carter, Hodding. The angry scar: the 
story of the Reconstruction. Doubleday, 


$5.95. January 22. 


A liberal Southerner who assigns blame and 
credit impartially submits that the Recon- 
struction era left a never-wholly healed scar 
which, the current segregation crisis reminds 
us, is still a potential source of trouble. While 
he offers no panaceas or prescriptions, he does 
attempt to reduce the heat engendered by 
emotion and prejudice on both sides of the 
Mason-Dixon line by reviewing the economic, 
political, ideological, and emotional aspects of 
the Reconstruction and Redemption periods, 
distinguishing between fact and myth, and 
demonstrating that neither North, South, nor 
any one political party had a monopoly on 
right or wrong. He points out that “separate 
but equal” facilities were sanctioned by the 
U.S. Supreme Court until recent years, but 
concedes that the South seldom observed the 
provision.

A romanticized version of Heinrich Schlie- 
mann’s story covers much the same material 
as Cottrell’s The bull of Minos, also listed in 
this issue, but with rather different emphasis. 
Neither as balanced nor as lucid as the 
Cottrell account, this stresses Schliemann’s 
unfortunate childhood, his almost uncanny 
ability to make money, his turbulent tempera- 
ment, his craving for fame, and the luck that 
attended his amateurish and fanatical at- 
tempts to establish the literal truth of Homer’s 
writings. Mr. Payne makes the point that, in 
spite of all that can be said in his disfavor, 
Schliemann deserves recognition as the fore- 
most of the pioneer archeologists. 


Schakovskoy, Zinaida. The privilege was 
mine; a Russian princess returns to the 
Soviet Union. Tr. by Peter Wiles. Put- 
nam, $4. January 30. 

A highly revealing book by a Russian aristo- 
crat who left her homeland in 1920 and re- 
turned for a visit 37 years later with her 
diplomat husband. Struck on her arrival in 
Moscow by the “all-pervading atmosphere of 
latent discontent” the author lost no time in 
observing and recording the climate of the 
times. Her comments on education, religion, 
and cultural and social life, her conversations 
with Soviet leaders and man-in-the-street 
Russians, and her contrasts between early- 
twentieth-century and contemporary Russia 
comprise a penetrating, always absorbing 
chronicle.

Bellow, Saul. Henderson the rain king.

Eugene Henderson, an American millionaire 
who travels to Africa in the hope of finding 
himself, is no ordinary tourist. Going with 
a native guide into a region few white men 
have viewed he attempts to be of help to the 
inhabitants of a remote village but fails and 
moves on into even more isolated country. 
Captured by the soldiers of a local ruler he 
becomes a close friend of the king, is elected 
rain god of the tribe, and becomes involved 
in a strange experiment with a lion. An 
original and compelling novel that deals 
seriously and compassionately with personal 
relationships and an individual’s search for 
fulfillment.

The author’s recent book of short stories The 
anatomy lesson (BooKLisT 53:526, Je 15 57) 
included one titled “The beau monde of Mrs. 
Bridge”; this, his first novel, expands the 
chronicle of Mrs. Bridge and her world to 
cover several years of her rather ordinary 
adult life. A series of very short chapters 
depict in understated, realistic prose the 
everyday incidents of marriage: the gradual 
achievement of a workable adjustment, visits 
with friends, the bringing-up of two daugh- 
ters and a son, and later the unsuccessful at- 
tempts to alleviate the loneliness and bore- 
dom of middle age. The cumulative effect 
of these episodic snapshots is a discerning 
full-length portrait.
